THE VICTORIA. 

How the English War Vessel 

Went to the Bottom. 



Horrible Death in Three Forms 
Threatened the Victims. 



Tripou, Juno 97.— About :t o'clock 
last Thursday afternoon the English 
fleet onnie In si^ht of Tripoli. The fiw 
big ironclads, Vietoria, Caniperdown. 
Edinburgh, NUe and Sans l"iireil, were 
drawn up hill in front The Victoria 
was in the center, the Cninpenlown 
was on her left and the Edinburgh on 
her right. When they were within five 
miles <rf shore Vice Admiral Try on 
signalled to turn and fonn in double 
lino. This meant that the Victoria and 
Cainperclown were to go ahead and do- 
Bcriho a turn the Victoria turning to 
the left and the Camperdown turning to 
the right, then they would adrftOO*. siile 
by side in the direction for which they 
had come the otliers wtnild swinar lnt<i 
double ami advance two and two bo- 
hind the leads. When the order wan 
given tm> distance behind the ships 
was less than two cubic longtli^. The 
useeutlon of Uie order wus e»w-y enmurh 
for ships further away from center 
but MtMOBtfar dillkult for tht 
Victoria and the Campenltjwn.
